Bishops will greet pope in L.A.

ALCALA PARK — Bishop Leo T. Maher and Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez will be among the hierarchy 
attending the pope’s meeting with the U.S. bishops in Los 
Angeles Sept. 16. 

The pope’s talk to the bishops ‘‘will probably be one of the 
most important ones of the trip as far as the church in the 
United States is concerned,’’ said Milwaukee’s Archbishop 
Rembert G. Weakland, one of four American bishops who is 
to address the pope on that occasion. 

There is ‘‘tension’’ between U.S. bishops and Rome, 
Archbishop Weakland said, ‘‘and it needs to be addressed 
without a lot of euphemisms.’’ 


In an interview with the Southern Cross, Bishop Maher 
acknowledged that tension exists between the U.S. hierarchy 
and the Vatican. 

But he said there is little if any tension regarding the 
teaching authority or doctrine of the church. 

Among the areas causing difficulty is the extension of 
ministry to the laity, Bishop Maher said. 

“The laity wants more opportunity to evangelize,’ he 
noted. In the Diocese of San Diego, this desire was reflected 
in responses to local consultations on ‘‘The Vocation and the 
Mission of the Laity in the Church and in the World,’’ the 
theme of next year’s world Synod of Bishops in Rome. 

Bishop Maher added that the laity is one of four topics that 
will be addressed at the pope’s meeting with U.S. bishops.

Pope begins 
long-awaited 
visit this week

WASHINGTON — For millions of 
American Catholics, Pope John Paul II’s 
long-awaited visit to the United States is 
no longer a dream. 

It is a reality. 

The pontiff was scheduled to arrive in 
Miami on Thursday, thus beginning his 
second visit to the U.S., a journey that 
will be highlighted by the first papal 
appearance ever in the state of California. 

After leaving Miami, the pope is 
scheduled to visit Columbia, S.C., New 
Orleans, San Antonio and Phoenix before 
flying to Los Angeles on Tuesday, Sept. 
15. 

More than 12,000 San Diegans will 
journey to Memorial Coliseum for an 
outdoor Mass that evening: Pope John 
Paul will celebrate Mass Sept. 16 in 
Dodger Stadium, and move to Northern 
California for events scheduled Sept. 17 
and 18. 

The pope will visit Detroit Sept. 19 and 
conclude his North American visit Sept. 
20 in Fort Simpson, Canada. He had to 
skip the Fort Simpson stop on his first 
Canadian trip because of fog, and 
promised he would someday return. 

Some 16,000 journalists and sound and 
camera technicians have been accredited 
to record the pope’s U.S. travels, as he 
meets with the varied Catholic and non- 
Catholic groups that form the American 
mosaic. 

Hundreds of other logistical 
nightmares have been overcome, from 
providing more than half a million hot 
dogs to feed people waiting for a papal 
Mass in New Orleans to gathering more 
than 800 portable toilets for an outdoor 
Mass in Monterey. 

Long before he landed in Miami, the 
pope’s trip was a focus of controversy. 

Most obvious was the long debate over 
tensions between Rome and the Catholic 
Church in the United States, a debate 
that has journalists and other church 
observers watching the visit closely for 
every signal of papal sternness or 
flexibility on a wide variety of doctrinal, 
moral, pastoral, legal and disciplinary 
issues facing the church. 

Less than a week before the trip a 
Vatican official at a Rome press 
conference said Pope John Paul planned 
to reaffirm basic Catholic teachings in 
“‘unambiguous terms’? to overcome 
tendencies toward a ‘‘pick-and-choose 
church,”’ 

The official, Belgian Archbishop Jan 
Schotte, who has traveled extensively in 
the United States, said however that the 
papal reaffirmation of church teaching 
“should not be perceived as accusatory 
fingerpointing.’’ 

He said the pope also plans ‘‘an open 
encouragement of the positive values’’ in 
the U.S. church, such as its dynamism 
and generosity.

Area deacons eager 
to see pope in Detroit

ALCALA PARK — Three San Diego 
deacons and their wives will be among the 
some 2,800 persons attending the pope’s 
meeting with deacons Sept. 19 in Detroit. 

Deacon Leo Dube and his wife Odette, 
Deacon Thom Jones and his wife 
Margaret, and Deacon Ray Skupnik and 
his wife Carol will be present for the papal 
address in Ford Auditorium. 

Father Patrick Foley, director of the 


diocesan Office of the Permanent 
Diaconate, will also participate in the 
event. 


The San Diego contingent will be in 
Detroit by Friday evening, Sept. 18, 
when it attends a reception for deacons; 
participants expect to learn details of the 
papal meeting, said Jones, who is 
assigned to St. Louise de Marillac parish 
in Crest. 

Jones hopes Pope John Paul II’s 
address will focus on concerns of deacons, 
such as the laity’s misunderstanding of 
the diaconate, he said. ‘‘People don’t 
understand our role.”’ 

‘Deacons are a new animal in the 
church. I hope the pope will make a 
statement to clarify our roles,’’ said 
Dube, who does pastoral work at St. 
Therese parish. 

“‘T hope the pope will say we’re needed 

that we’re abridge between the 
hierarchy and the people. We’re called to 
be servants. ... The pope may say we’re 
not doing enough,”’ said Skupnik, who is 


assigned to Immaculate Heart parish in 
Ramona. 

Dube believes deacons provide the 
church with important service. ‘‘People 
are often afraid to speak to a priest.’’ It is 
often easier for people to approach a 
deacon because he is dressed like a 
business person, he said. 

U.S. dioceses have taken the lead in 
developing the permanent diaconate since 
it was restored in the church 17 years ago. 
The United States has nearly 8,000 
permanent deacons, about three-fifths of 
the world total. The Diocese of San Diego 
has 73 permanent deacons. 

Besides assignment to parish -work, 
deacons serve in a variety of ministries. 

Jones counsels youth at juvenile hall. 
Dube works with the diocesan 
Charismatic Movement. Skupnik helps 
with the Ramona Food and Clothes 
Closet, an ecumenical activity which 
provides food and clothing to needy 
persons in the area. 

In addition to their work as deacons, 
Jones and Skupnik also work full-time. 
Jones is a high school chemistry teacher 
and Skupnik is a supervisor for AT&T. 
Dube is retired. 

“T think the pope’s trip to the United 
States is a blessing, a rich experience,”’ 
Jones said. 

People planning to protest during the 
pope’s visit disturbs Jones. ‘‘I think 
they’re denying the pope’s dignity, his 
feelings. They have other channels of 
communication to help them get things 
done in the church.’’

Representing various organizations,

Have you ever sat in the back of the chapel at the 
Carmelite Monastery on Hawley Blvd. and listened to the 
nuns chant the Divine Office, or visited Prince of Peace 
Abbey in Oceanside and heard the monks offer solemn 
Vespers? 

It sends a shiver down your spine just to be present 
when these centuries-old praises are being offered to God. 

But does it somehow seem remote from the 
practicalities of everyday life? Is this prayer, of solemn 
obligation to those in Holy Orders and certain Religious, 
possible for the laity? 

More and more lay people are turning to the Office, 
now called The Liturgy of the Hours, to:nourish their 
spiritual lives. It is especially appropriate for those who 
attend daily Mass to prolong their liturgical piety during 
the day. For those who cannot attend daily Mass, it is an 
opportunity to bring the liturgy into their lives whenever 
possible. ; 

The Office is divided into seven “‘hours,’’ or suggested 
times to pray. What was once called Matins is now ‘‘The 
Liturgy of Readings.’”’ The monks would rise from sleep. 
early in the morning to share readings from the Bible and 
from the saints’ writings. 

Morning and Evening Prayers, once called Lauds and 
Vespers, are prayed at an appropriate time, 
approximately 6:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. There are three 
Daytime Prayers, but only one is of obligation now. The 
final prayer of the day, Night Prayer, or Compline, is said 
before retiring. 

In many monasteries and religious houses these prayers 
are offered at the appropriate time. In private recitation, 
they may be prayed whenever convenient. The Office of 
Readings is usually anticipated the night before. 

Each of the “‘hours’’ is composed basically of a hymn, 
three psalms and one or more readings, which may vary 
from a full chapter in the Bible to a verse or two from St. 
Paul, This structured formal prayer has its historical roots 
in the Church of Rome from the time of its liberation in

the fourth century. It was adopted by St.. Benedict as the 
basis of the monastic prayer in the West. 


Liturgical prayer, of course, continues the prayer of 


Christ. His Mystical Body, the church, is joined with him 
in offering adoration to the Father. This is a powerful 
type of prayer, far superior to others, in that it directly 
prolongs and makes present the prayer life of Christ 
himself. 

The Second Vatican Council stated, ‘‘The Liturgy is 
considered as an exercise of the priestly office of Jesus 
Christ. In it, full public worship is performed by ... the 
Head of the Members. The full and active participation 
by all the people is the aim to be considered before all 
else.”” 

The Christians of the apostolic time in Jerusalem 
adopted the Psalms of David as their prayerbook, since 
they were familiar with them from their former Jewish 
practice. Now, prayed from a Christian dimension, they 
have even deeper and higher significance. 

St. Ambrose, who introduced many of the hymns and 
plainchant into the Office, considered the Psalter a 
“‘library that speaks to us of Christ.”’ 

He also calls the Psalter ‘‘a complete gymnasium for 
the soul, a stadium for all virtues...’’ 

Inexpensive editions of various parts of the Office are 
available. Many people like to pray either Morning 
Prayer or Evening Prayer. They include the Benedictus 
in the early prayer, and the Magnificat in the later prayer. 

Some people find, through the reading of the Divine 
Office, that you don’t have to live like a monk to pray like 
one.

Thy will is being done in U.S. 


As Pope John Paul II begins his historic tour of the 
American church, it is important that he have a clear 
understanding of what it means to be American and 
Catholic. 

While American Catholics are eager to hear his 
Holiness speak, they anticipate that he will be equally 
anxious to listen and observe. 

More than one writer has suggested that American 
Catholics are somewhat schizophrenic. Born and raised in 
a country that renounced monarchical structures of 
government, American Catholics — like their brothers 
and sisters in this bold experiment called democracy — 
cast a baleful eye toward government leaders who 
subordinate truth to power and uphold authority at the 
expense of the truth. 

Our voters demand accountability, responsiveness and 
service from those candidates who seek to lead and serve 
their constituents. 

While the American experience has largely negated the 
fear of many bigots that election of a Catholic candidate 
means interference in American politics from the 
Vatican, American Catholics express increasing dismay 
at the heavy-handed symbols of ecclesiastical 
triumphalism which seem to characterize policy-making 
in the church. 

American Catholics have demonstrated, by their 
response to Vatican II mandates, that they care deeply 
about their church. They boast one of the highest rates of 
Mass attendance in the world, and they are generous in 
their response to the needs of the universal church. 

They have taken advantage of the superior educational 
opportunities available in the United States, but are 
puzzled at the actions of an institution which has 
promoted and supported education but frowns on those 
who poke and probe at boundaries and restrictions which 


sometimes seem to limit the ways that an infinite and 
mysterious God would work in the universe. 


Divisions that set apart hierarchy and laity into those 
who teach and those who learn must give way to a vision 
and a mission for our church that is articulated and shared 
not by one man acting alone but in concert with bishops, 
theologians, prophets and all the people of God. 


Some have argued that the best yardstick by which to 
measure the church’s vitality in any particular country is 
by the number of vocations to the Religious life. 

These people are quick to point out that the vocations 
crisis in this country is a harbinger of a church in decline. 
But it could also mean that the Holy Spirit is calling the 
church to examine new forms of ministry, ministry that 
affirms the priesthood of the people of God and the 
charisms with which the Holy Spirit has gifted each 
member of the Body of Christ, not only in the United 
States but throughout the world. 

The American Catholic, by education and by 
temperament, can be. a ‘valuable source of leadership, 
learning, and service for the universal church as it seeks to 
respond to the needs of its members — the majority of 
whom will increasingly constitute citizens from the Third 
World. 

Mutual respect and recognition that we have much to 
learn and much to teach each other will ensure that the 
church of the third millenium will approach the radical 
kind of egalitarianism called for by Christ himself.

‘Unity’ an appropriate theme for papal visit 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II’s visit to the United States should test 
his ability to foster unity in a church anda 
society marked by pluralism, 
freewheeling dissent and an 
organizational 5 
media-attracting protest demonstrations. 

The theme for the visit to nine dioceses 
is ‘‘Unity in the Work of Service.’’ Yet 
the trip is likely to be marked by protest 
demonstrations as Catholic and other 
special interest groups use papal events as 
platforms for expressing their grievances. 

But Vatican and U.S. organizers of the 
trip are confident the pope will take any 
protests in stride and, despite them, 
strengthen the religious identity of U.S. 
Catholics. 

Papal advisers say the pope is aware of 
the potential for protests all along his 
route. 

“The United States is an articulate 
society. People are used to putting their 
case out in the open. There is no reason to 
expect they won’t do this during the 
pope’s trip,’’ said Vatican press 
spokesman Joaquin Navarro-Valls. 

Russell Shaw, public information 
officer for the U.S. bishops, said the 
possibility even exists that dissenting 
opinions will be presented directly to the 
pope during the structured dialogues with 
specific groups. 

Under the norms for papal trips, people 
selected to give talks to the pope in the 
name of their group are required to 
submit prepared texts in advance so the 
pope has the opportunity to respond to 
specific points in his speech. Normally, 
these texts do not contain criticisms of 
specific papal positions, but raise issues of 
general concern to the group and ask for 
papal comment. 

But there is nothing to prevent speakers 
from issuing criticisms in their speeches 
or in departures from their prepared texts 
at the event, Shaw said. 

“Tt’s an obvious fact that there are a lot 
of divisions’? among U.S. Catholics, he 
said. 

On previous papal trips, speakers have 
departed from prepared texts to air 
criticisms. 

The pope is unbowed by this and will 
not change church positions to 
accommodate dissenters, said Navarro- 
Valls. 

“Tn the past, the pope hasn’t tailored 
his message ‘to protest groups and he 
won’t in the United States,’’ he said. 

“The pope will preach a_ gospel 
message to Catholics and others who want 
to listen,’’ Navarro-Valls added. 

U.S. Catholic officials say a core 
element of the divisions is the confusion 
among many U.S. Catholics as they try to 
live their faith within the context of U.S. 
society. 

There is confusion ‘‘in the minds of 
quite a few good, sincere Catholics over 
just what it means to be a Catholic — to 
believe like a Catholic and to live like a 
Catholic in a wealthy, consumerist, 
nuclear-armed, secularized country like 
this one in 1987,’’ said Archbishop John 
L. May of St. Louis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
a month before the start of the trip. 

Archbishop May said the pope will 
encourage Catholics to reaffirm their 
religious identity as a way of overcoming 
this confusion. 

Shaw says that much confusion is a 
result of most Catholics ‘‘assimilating like 
wildfire’’ into the U.S. mainstream at a 
time when there is a moral revolution 
going on in the United States. 

“‘Catholics are becoming like everyone 
else at a time when everyone else is 
becoming alienated to religious values,’’ 
said Shaw. 

“Tt is also a time when within the 
church there is a lot of theological dissent. 
People who are not theologians pick up 
ideas antithetical to Catholic ways of 
behaving,’’ he added.

The problem is not unique to U.S. 
Catholics, but has been a_ historical 
problem for the church in many countries 
and cultures, he added. 

“The church has a double aim. One is 
the salvation of people. The other is a 
historical goal: to improve the way of life 
of people, Both must be done together. 
Many church heresies have emphasized 
only one,’’ said Navarro-Valls. 

The divisions among U.S. Catholics 
also have caused tensions between the 
Vatican and the U.S. hierarchy.

personnel, leaving an impression that the 
local hierarchy was lax in enforcing 
church rules. 

At the same time, the hierarchy has 
been pressured by U.S. Catholic groups 
wanting them to support views unpopular 
at the Vatican. 

The situation became symbolized in 
the controversy surrounding Archbishop 
Raymond G. Hunthausen of Seattle. 


In trying to unite U.S. Catholics the 
pope is likely to stress the positive 
achievements of U.S. Catholicism. 

“His style is to emphasize the positive 
elements to further stimulate them,’’ said 
Navarro-Valls. He said the aspects the 
pope is likely to praise include: a deep 
respect for human dignity, generosity in 
providing personnel and material aid to 
overseas missions, and the extensive 
domestic social services provided by the 
church, such as hospitals and schools. 

The U.S. trip will also give the pope an 
opportunity to outline church social 
positions applicable to U.S. political life. 

On the first day of his trip he is 
scheduled to meet President Reagan.

It is not known whether the pope will 
respond individually to each of the four 
presentations or would hear all four and 
then respond to all in a single speech. 

The four bishops giving presentations 
at the meeting were chosen by a board of 
trustees, a group of some 40 bishops 
planning the pope’s U.S. visit, Bishop 
Maher said. 

They are: 

¢ Archbishop Weakland, who will 
speak on Catholic laity in the United 
States. He is a central figure in the 
development of the U.S. bishops’ 1986 
pastoral letter on the economy and part of 
the U.S. delegation to this fall’s world 
Synod of Bishops on the laity. 

© Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago, whose topic is the relationship 
between local churches, such as the 
church in the United States, and the 
universal church. He is a former 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and one of the bishops’ 
leading national spokesmen on war and 
peace and pro-life issues. 

e Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco, who will address issues of the 
church’s moral teaching. He is also a 
former NCCB president, former head of 
the bishops’ Committee on Doctrine, and 
head of the papally appointed commission 
on Religious life in the United States. 

e Archbishop Daniel E. Pilarcyzk of 
Cincinnati, who will speak on vocations. 
The NCCB vice president drew strong 
praise from the nation’s bishops when he 
spoke to them about ordained ministry at 
a special meeting last year in Collegeville, 
Minn. 

The pope’s meeting with U.S. bishops 
will be held at Our Lady Queen of the 
Angels Minor Seminary in San 
Fernando. Set to begin at 9 a.m., the 
meeting is expected to last 4 1/2 hours. 

In each country he visits, Pope John 
Paul holds a substantial issue-oriented 
meeting with the bishops’ conference and 
concelebrates Mass with the national 
hierarchy. 

U.S. bishops have had much input in 
planning the pope’s current trip to the 
United States. The Vatican consulted 
with the NCCB and bishops of the 
dioceses the pope will visit, Bishop Maher 
said.

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the pope’s current trip’ may result in the 
pontiff changing his approach toward his 
U.S. audiences this time. 

However, the pope ‘‘won’t water down 
his comments ... especially with regard to 
moral teachings,’’ Bishop Maher said. 
He added that some people have a wrong 
impression of the church. 

“‘There’s no such thing as ‘majority 
rule’ in moral law,’’ Bishop Maher said. 
“It is objective and applies to everyone. 
People must listen to the authentic 
teachings of the church. As bishop of San 
Diego, I have been vocal in proclaiming 
the moral law. I have made it known not 
just to Catholics, but to the community at 
large.”’ 

Some people are trying to cut religion 
out of civil life, the bishop continued. 
“‘We must bring religion back to the 
public arena, where it can influence 
society.” 


San Diego has a vigorous church, 
Bishop Maher said, ‘‘full of vitality of 
service to all people.’’ 

He cited ecumenical programs, the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center, SHARE, 
Catholic Community Services and the 
diocesan legalization program as 
examples of this vitality of service. 

‘People here have a great interest in 
serving the poor. Social justice permeates 
the lives of our people. This demonstrates 
that they have a great understanding of 
the Gospel,’’ Bishop Maher observed. 

The bishop said it is unfortunate that 
Pope John Paul will not visit San Diego 
during his U.S. trip, particularly since 
this is the birthplace of Catholicism in 
California. 

The pope turned down San Diego’s 
invitation to visit, the bishop said. 

“IT guess we didn’t have enough 
(political) pull’? in Rome,’ Bishop 
Maher said, smiling.

Jewish leaders threatened to cancel a 
meeting with the pope in Miami because 
he met this summer with Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim after 
revelations that Waldheim had hidden 
portions of his World War II record as a 
Nazi officer, with possible links to war 
crimes, for more than 40 years. 

The controversy over the Waldheim 
meeting was resolved when Jewish leaders 
met with the pope Sept. 1 in Italy. 

Costs of the papal trip — an estimated 
$22 million for the church and additional 
millions to city, county, state and federal 
governments for such things as security, 
sanitation and crowd control — were also 
a source of controversy. 

Church officials stressed the public 
impact of the papal message, however, 
and how little was being spent to promote 
it compared with the hundreds of millions 
that cigarette or liquor manufacturers or 
fast-food chains spend each year to 
advertise their wares. 

Dozens of independent merchandisers 
took a different approach to selling the 
papal trip, producing buttons, T-shirts 
and posters by the tens of thousands in 
hopes of cashing in on a couple of weeks 
of nationwide papalmania, 

The theme of the trip is ‘‘Unity in the 
Work of Service,’’ a phrase drawn from 
St. Paul’s letter to the Christians of 
Ephesus reminding them that all their 
varied gifts and offices should go to one 
purpose, ‘‘building up the body of 
Christ.”’ 

By the time the pope leaves Detroit, his 
trip will have covered much of the 
richness and variety of the United States 
in general and American Catholicism in 
particular,

Stations plan coverage of the papal visit

ALCALA PARK — Local TV stations 
and satellite channels will broadcast 
numerous reports about Pope John Paul 
II’s visit to the United States Sept. 10-19. 

San Diego’s network affiliates 
Channels 8, 10 and 39 — plan to devote 
much of their regularly scheduled 
newscast time to stories about the pope’s 
10-day, nine-city visit. 

However, none of the local stations 
plans to provide complete live coverage of 
any of the pope’s activities in the United 
States. 


KTLA, Channel 5 in Los Angeles, will 
broadcast all papal events in that city on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, Sept. 15-16. 

Channel 8 will. send reporters to 
Phoenix, Los Angeles and San Francisco 
to provide live coverage of papal events in 
those cities from Sept. 14-18. Receiving 
special emphasis will be San Diego 
Catholics attending the Sept. 15 papal 
Mass in the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum, according to a station 
spokesperson. 

The station will air its reports during its 
regular newscasts at 12, 4:30, 5, 6:30 and 
11 p.m. 


Channel 10 will also send reporters to 
Phoenix, Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
Stories will be aired during newscasts at 
11:30 a.m. and 4:30, 5, 6:30 and 11 p.m. 

The station has recruited Father 
Ronald Pachence, a religious studies 
professor at the University of San Diego, 
to provide commentaries about various 
papal events during the 5 p.m. news 
program,

The Mexican tenor’s participation in the ‘‘Celebration of Joy’’ at the 
Coliseum was scheduled 10 months ago and had been widely advertised, but 
Domingo informed officials of the Los Angeles archdiocese Aug. 31 that 
rehearsal obligations to the New York Metropolitan Opera prevent him from 
coming. : 

According to Father Art Holquin, chairman of the ‘‘pre-event,’’? Domingo’s 
interest in the performance hinged on Pope John Paul II. ‘‘I believe Domingo 
decided not to sing when it became evident the pope would not be in the 
audience,’’ Father Holquin told The Tidings, newspaper of the Los Angeles 
' archdiocese. 

Domingo is scheduled to sing the title role in Verdi’s opera ‘‘Otello’’ in New 
York Sept. 21. Metropolitan Opera officials said his presence at the Sept. 15 
rehearsal was strongly urged, but not essential. 

Another performer at the event, actress Ann Jillian said in an earlier press 
conference that she knew the pope would not attend a similar pageant before a 
liturgy the following night at Dodger Stadium. 

“T hope he has a VCR so he can watch later,’’ Jillian said, adding that she 
“could die the next day, I’m going to be so proud and honored.” 

Actor Ricardo Montalban, who will narrate the Sept. 16 Dodger Stadium 
celebration, called his assignment ‘‘perhaps the highlight of my life, spiritually.’’ 
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News producer J.W. August said the 
station will also broadcast a five-part 
series on Catholicism in America during 
the 5 p.m. newscast from Sunday, Sept. 


13, through Thursday, Sept. 17. The 
programs will include interviews with 
local Catholics. 

Channel 39 plans to have reporters in 
Phoenix, Los Angeles, Monterey and San 
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Francisco. Their reports will be aired 
during the station’s Sept. 14-18 newscasts 
at 5 and 11 p.m. 

A reporting team will also join St. Rita 
parish’s bus trip to the Mass at the 
Coliseum, said Jan Hudson, special 
projects producer. 

Hudson said the station will broadcast 
a five-part series on Father Junipero 


Serra’s missions and the settling of 
California during the 5 p.m. news from 
Sept. 14-18. 

Channel 15 will provide coverage of the 
papal visit nightly during the 
MacNeil/Lehrer News Hour at 7 p.m. 

The station will also broadcast two 
programs on the church on Wednesday, 
Sept. 16. ‘‘I Would Be Called John,”’ 
which will focus on Pope John XXIII, 
will be shown at 8 p.m.

Papal visit is ‘questionable’ 


Cities along route witness an explosion of trivia

WASHINGTON — Why was the Sun 
Devil mascot once covered up at Arizona 
State University’s Sun Devil Stadium? 

Why did three Detroit-area mayors in 
1987 cut a single record, ‘‘The VIP 
Polka’’? 

If in some future TV quiz show or 
board trivia game you answer either of 
these questions with ‘‘a papal visit,’’ 
you'd be right. 

At Sun Devil Stadium, the grinning, 
horned, trident-carrying mascot seemed 
an inappropriate symbol to be displayed 
during the papal Mass there. And the 
mayors of Dearborn, Warren and 
Hamtramck hope to play their polka for 
Pope John Paul II during his stop in 
Detroit. 


As the pope’s Sept. 10-19 U.S. trip 
drew near, people in cities along the papal 
route began to witness an explosion of 
such trivia. Some of it is comic, some is 
deadly serious, and much of it amounts to 
just plain doing what it takes to deal with 
the problems of a papal visit. 

Why are Secret Service agents checking 
out dozens of mail boxes and manholes in 
Phoenix? To make sure no one plants a 
bomb in one along the papal route. 

How many ‘‘Guinness Book of World 
Records’’ feats did the papal visit 
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produce? That remains to be seen, of 
course, but at least one group is making a 
serious try at it — Local 87 of the janitors’ 
union in San Francisco. 

To prepare for a papal Mass Sept. 18 at 
Candlestick Park, the morning after a 
San Francisco Giants-Houston Astros 
night baseball game, 1,000 janitors plan 
to converge on the stadium and clean it 
for free in 20 minutes. If they succeed — 
the job usually takes 45 people eight hours 
and costs about $80,000-$100,000 — they 
hope it will earn them an entry in 
Guinness. 


Musically attuned trivia buffs will 
know that New Orleans jazz greats Al 
Hirt and Pete Fountain are playing for 
the papal Mass at the University of New 
Orleans Lakefront Arena. Hirt will play 
“A Closer Walk with Thee,’’ and 
Fountain will play ‘‘Ave Maria’ during 
Communion. 

A Mass in San Francisco will feature a 
new work by jazz musician and composer 
Dave Brubeck. 

Back in New Orleans, what are the 
colors of the plumed Mardi Gras mask 
that Catholic youths are giving the pope 
during a rally in the New Orleans 
Superdome? Well, the Mardi Gras colors, 
of course — purple, gold and green. 

And what gift is the New Orleans 
Archdiocese giving to the city for the 
papal visit? If you start thinking of 
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possible religious mementos or 
monuments, you’ll never even come 
close. The answer is a very pragmatic 
2,600 street barricades — doubling the 
number the city has for traffic and crowd 
control. 

What city is kicking out the poor for a 
day when the pope comes? Los Angeles. 
Despite archdiocesan protests, city 
officials insisted for security reasons on 
temporarily closing down Union Rescue 
Mission, a Protestant shelter and soup 
kitchen next door to St. Vibiana’s 
Cathedral on Los Angeles’ Skid Row. In 
August city officials agreed to open a city- 
owned downtown warehouse to house the 
dislocated poor, but an archdiocesean 
spokesman still objected to the disruption, 
saying that when the pope visits he should 
see the city as it is, warts and all. 

How did a champion longhorn steer 
figure in the pope’s visit? In San Antonio, 
Texas, he was auctioned off to pay for a 
fund-raising banquet that raised $100,000 
for the papal stop there. 

The record for largest ticket to a papal 
event probably goes to Phoenix, where 
tickets to the Sun Devil Stadium Mass are 
4-inch by 8-inch laminated four-layer 
works of art, designed to be kept as lasting 
souvenirs of the occasion. 

Commercial gimmickry surrounding 
the papal visit abounds — almost 
invariably without church endorsement 
and sometimes in spite of protests by 
some church officials. 

Among the gimmicks, some that have 
particularly caught the attention of the 
media are such items as ‘“‘let us spray”’ 
lawn sprinklers featuring an image of the 
pope with water spraying out of his 
hands, and posters of the pope with movie 
star and Carmel Mayor Clint Eastwood, 
with Eastwood telling the pope, ‘“Thou 
hast made my day.”’ 

At least one item carries an official 
endorsement from a Catholic agency. 
Issued by the United States Historical 
Society in conjunction with Catholic 
Relief Services, a limited-edition 
commemorative plate of the papal visit 
“in the eternal medium of genuine 
stained glass’’ is being offered for $125.

It seems as if parents don’t understand us and what 
we’re going through in our lives, even though they say 
they have ‘‘been through this too.’’

Dear Santa Sophia Youth, 

Is lack of trust really the root of the problem? While 
there are parents who do not trust their kids, I believe 
the average parent does. Chances are, the real issue is 
fear: fear you will be hurt. 

This is a.legitimate fear because there are lots of 
people and things who can and will hurt you if given the 
chance. Parents have the job of protecting you and 
teaching you to protect yourselves. As you have guessed, 
the second part is the hardest because in learning you 
will get hurt. Fear can take over and lead to overprotec- 
tive behavior. 


You can help yourself and your parents by being 
sensitive to the needs your parents have. They need to 
know you will be relatively safe (physically, spiritually, 
emotionally, psychologically). They need to know you 
love them and they need to know you appreciate their 
concern for your safety. Remember, if they didn’t love 
you, they wouldn’t be afraid. 

In trying to expand your freedoms, try to view the 
issue from your parents’ angle. List all of their concerns 
before you talk to them. Next, try to come up with some 
strategies for meeting their need to know you'll be safe 
and your need to become more independent. Calling 
home by a set time, or introducing them to your friends 
might help in some cases. 

Next, choose a good time to pull out the list. ‘‘I would 
like to get your opinion on this. I realize that when I 
want to do something it scares you so I decided to see if 
there would be a way for me to do things and let you 
know I’m okay.”’ In showing your parents you are open 
to this input, seasitive to their fears and willing to 
evaluate risks, you will demonstrate responsible 
behavior. 

This doesn’t mean you will always get what you want. 


Limits will still be imposed. Respect them and don’t 
fight; negotiate. At the very least you will improve 
communication in your houses.

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Hispanos son tema oculto del viaje papal

WASHINGTON — Los catdlicos hispanos son el 
‘tema oculto’’ del viaje del Papa Juan Pablo II a los 
Estados Unidos, dijeron los funcionarios eclesidsticos en 
ciudades fijadas para el itinerario del pontifice. 

El Papa hablar4é sobre muchos temas importantes 
mientras permanezca en E.U., dijo el Padre Lawrence J. 
Steubben, coordinador de la visita papal en Tejas. ‘‘Pero 
cuando el viaje se desarrolle, quizas lo mas importante sea 
el mensaje que se escuchard fuerte y claramente, de que 
los hispanos forman parte de la iglesia estadounidense, y 
de que tienen una historia larga y rica que data de siglos, 
que son una realidad muy grande y cada vez mayor.’’ 

Los hispanos forman la mayoria de los catdlicos en las 
arquididcesis de Miami, San Antonio, Tejas y Los 
Angeles — tres de las didcesis que visitard el pontffice 
durante su estadfa, entre el 10 y el 20 de septiembre, en 
los E.U. y Canada. 

El Papa visitaré algunas partes de la nacién que estan 
pobladas densamente por hispanos, dijo el Padre 
Steubben, y el viaje no puede menos que hacer énfasis 
sobre ‘‘el talento, las costumbres y el idioma de los 
catdlicos hispanos.”’ 

El cree que la informacién producida por los medios de 
comunicacién sobre el viaje papal puede obligar 
inadvertidamente a los catélicos estadounidenses a darse 
cuenta de que ‘‘esto ya no es mds un pequefio asunto 
fronterizo,”’ y advertir la forma en que los hispanos estan 
cambiando la fisonomfa de la iglesia estadounidense y de 
la nacidn. 


E] itinerario del Papa comprende a Miami, Columbia, 
Carolina del Sur; Nueva Orleans, San Antonio, Phoenix, 
Los Angeles, Monterey San Francisco, Detroit, y Fort 
Simpson, Canada.

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Nuns face 
dismissal 
from order

WASHINGTON — Two nuns who 
signed an abortion rights statement in 
1984 and then refused to affirm church 
teaching on abortion have been warned 
“they could face dismissal from their order. 

The nuns, Notre Dame de Namur 
Sisters Barbara Ferraro and Patricia 
Hussey, were told by Religious superiors 
that they have not met the order’s 
‘demands’? on making further public 
statements on abortion. 

The demands called for the nuns to 
refrain from statements which could be 
seen as pro-abortion, from using 
“abusive and disrespectful’ language 
about people, and from making public 
statements regarding abortion. without 
prior consultation with the order. 

The order’s superiors placed the three 
conditions on public statements by the 
nuns in September of 1986. 

The order’s top superiors in Rome 
wrote a letter to the two Sisters last April, 
insisted they observe the conditions. 
‘*The Sisters have refused to do this,’’ a 
recent statement from the order read. 
‘‘Continuing disregard for these 
conditions could lead to dismissal from 
the congregation.”’ 


Bishops say leaders 
are ‘running scared’ 


PRETORIA, S. Africa — New 
restrictions on South African media are 
evidence that the government is ‘‘running 
scared,’’ the Southern African Catholic 
Bishops Conference said last week. 

The bishops also called on the 
government to rescind its latest measures, 
which are expected to affect alternative 
media such as the bishops’ New Nation 
newspaper. 

“The government, which is running 
scared, is fitting larger and tighter 
blinkers over the eyes of the white 
electorate to shield them from the ugly 
reality of South Africa today,’’ the 
bishops’ statement said. 

The new regulations, imposed Aug. 
28, allow the government to bypass the 
courts in banning or censoring 
newspapers it feels are inciting the public. 

The rules were imposed under a 
14-month-old ‘‘state of emergency.”

Archbishop Mahony 
sees glitch in new law 


LOS ANGELES — Archbishop Roger 
M. Mahony of Los Angeles has urged the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
to postpone enforcement of a work 
authorization rule directed at illegal 
aliens. 

“If the INS is indeed earnest about 
extending the benefits of legalization to 
the largest number possible, it must 
remove the work authorization rule until 
the application period expires on May 4, 
1988,’’ Archbishop Mahony said. ‘‘Not 
to do so defeats the generous 
interpretation of the law as enunciated by 
Congress.’’ 

As of Sept. 1, under terms of the new 
immigration reform law, employers are 
required to file a form attesting that a 
good faith effort has been made to obtain 
documents indicating that employees 
hired since Nov. 6, 1986, are legally 
entitled to work in the United States. 

This provision leaves aliens in a legal 
dilemma, Archbishop Mahoney said. 

To receive work authorization, aliens 
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must first file an application for 
legalization. But to have a legalization 
application approved, an alien must be 
able to demonstrate financial 
responsibility, ‘‘which is impossible to do 
without gainful employment,’’ the 
archbishop said. 


Pope backs further 
talks with Anglicans 


ROCCA DI PAPA, Italy — Pope John 
Paul II urged Catholic and Anglican 
dialogue officials to remain hopeful even 
though unity between the churches still 
seems distant. 

“‘The path of dialogue may be long, 
but we must not lose heart,’’ the pope 
said. 

The group met from Sept. 1-10 to 
define a wide range of theological goals, 
as well as current obstacles to 
communion, including women’s 
ordination in the Anglican Church, which 
deeply concerns Catholic officials. 

The pope spoke to members of the 
Anglican-Roman Catholic International 
Commission Sept. 2 after his general 
audience at the Vatican. 


Pope meets 
with Jewish 
delegates

VATICAN CITY — The bells at the 
papal summer villa were chiming noon on 
Sept. 1 when Pope John Paul II began a 
meeting with Jewish leaders that came 
after weeks of increasing tension in 
Catholic-Jewish relations. 

But despite the seriousness of the issues 
— such as the Vatican’s refusal of full 
diplomatic relations with Israel and the 
pope’s controversial meeting with 
Austrian President Kurt Waldheim — 
there was enough good will in the 
conference room for rabbis to recount 
genial anecdotes about their experiences 
with Catholics and for the pope to give an 
extemporaneous theological discourse 
relating the Exodus to the Holocaust. 

During the 65-minute encounter in 
Castel Gandolfo, Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler recalled how, during the pope’s 
Oct. 2, 1979, visit to New York’s St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, he held a young boy 
standing next to him up for a better view 
of Catholicism’s leader. 

Rabbi Schindler, president of the 
Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, said he told the boy to 
remember that it was a rabbi who helped 
him get a look at a pope. 

Rabbi Marc Tanenbaum noted that 
after learning that Cardinal Karol 
Wojtyla of Krakow, Poland, had been 
elected pope on Oct. 16, 1978, he called 
his Polish father-in-law, who lived in 
Krakow, to get a reading on the new head 
of the Catholic Church. 

His father-in-law said the new pope 
would be good for Jewish relations, Rabbi 
Tanenbaum recalled. 

In discussing the horrors of the 
Holocaust, the pope also harked to 
personal experiences. He told the nine 
Jewish leaders that as a young man he 
lived near a Jewish community which 
later was destroyed by the Nazis during 
World War II. 

The pope also launched a spontaneous 
theological discussion of the Holocaust. 


“Citing the exodus of the Jewish 
people from Egypt as a paradigm and a 
continuing source of hope, the pope 
movingly expressed his deep conviction 
that, with God’s help, evil can be 
overcome in history, even the awesome 
evil of the Shoah,’’ said a communique 
issued after the meeting. Shoah is the 
Hebrew word for the Nazis’ Jewish 
extermination campaign. 
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
